Food Conservation 


What the United States Government 
Is Asking of Its People 


The manner by which food can be 
saved is as simple as the need of 
saying our food and is as obvious, 
The government asks every citizen 
to have one wheatless day cach week 
and one wheatiess meal each day. 
The wheatless day selected is Wed- 
nesday. Wheatless means the climi- 
nation of all wheat products, wheth- 
er in bread, cereal, or the familiar 
and nourishing dish of the Ltalian— 
spaghetti. 

The government asks every citizen 
to have one meatless day cach week 
and one meatless meal each day of 
the week. The meatless day selected 
by the government is Tuesday. Mr. 
High-Cost-of-Living will doubtless 
add many other meatless davs to the 
schedule of the average citizen, A 
meatless meal or a meatless day is a 
meal or a day on which no beef, 
pork, mutton, veal or lamp, and no 
reserved meat, such as beef, bacon, 
1am or lard, is consumed. 

The goveru.. ent has recently ad- 
ded to its -whcatless and meatless 
schedule a special day dedicated to 
the protection of his need King 
Pig. On Saturday pig in all forms 
is tabooed, whether it appears on the 
table as breakfast bacon, chops or 
cold slices of ham. Doughnuts and 
all other products fried in lard come 
equally under the ban, 

The last great food staple which 
must be conserved, if we are to win 
the war, is sugar. The government 
expects there will be enough sugar 
available to supply every household 
in the country on a basis of three 
potnds of sugar for each person per 
month. This is the maximum. If we 
can get along with less by the sub- 
stitution of syrups not made with 
sugar, so much the better. Gifts of 
candy, even though made with the 
most romantic of purposes in the 
world, should be looked upon with 
suspicion, Coffee and tea sre still 
potable liquids, even though they do 
not contain three lumps of sugar per 
cup. 

And there is another class of peo- 
ple besides the dwindling number of 
those who are declining to save who 
are also helping to defeat the pur- 
pose of the food administration—and 
the United States and its allies, 


These people not only save, but 
they save too much, But they save 
not by using food products wisely, 


but by keeping them out of general 
use, The food hoarders are those 
who buy more foodstuffs than they 
customarily keep at home in time of 
peace. The government does not ask 
us to go hungry; it only asks us to 
eat those things which cannot be 
shipped abroad. When we think of 
what our allies have suffered for the 
vast three years, the government's 
demand that we sacrifice some of 
our ease and convenience is almost 
too small a sacrifice to come under a 
reasonable definition of that word.

PAID DUMMIES 


A fitting term to designate the ma- 
jority of those who sit in our legisla- 
tive assemblies. Out of the 58 mem- 
bers who sit in our own provincial 
parliament it is safe to say that during 
he five years that they will be in 
otlice, 75 per cent. will never utter a 
word on the floor of the House that 
will be worth two pins to the province. 
Perhaps we are mistaken, but we 
have no recollection of any private 
member of the house ever introducing 
any legislation that has been of any 
importance to the welfare of the Pro« 
vince. All the good legislation for 
which the province has become known 
throughout the Dominion has been 
initiated outside the House, chiefly 
by the U.F.A. aud the Social Service 
League. The legislation has been 
accepted and adopted by the Premier 
and his cabinet, and only as a matter 
of form has it been discussed and 
passed in open session of the legisla- 
ture. The private member has, in the 
past, generally been a paid dummy, 
who registers his vote when told and 
occupies a desk on the floor of the 
House. The legislation of the past 11 
years would have been no less valu« 
able had there been none but the 
Premier and his cabinet to pass upou 
it. and the Province would have been 
several million dollars better off. 

Last week our Provincial Legisla- 
ture met in session at Edmonton. It 
looked for a time as if partyism was 


1 | to be eliminated by the nonappoint~ 


ment of a leader for the Opposition. 
Kat somebody wanted the $4,000 
salary and the member for Okotoks 
got it. - 

Our own member will doubtless be 
heard from in the House, and her 
friends will doubtless be disappointed 
if she does not prove herself a very 
important factor in the administration 
of the affaires of the Province. Bu 
judging from all past experience; is it 
not time that we had a less expensive 
and more efficient way of self-govern- 
ment. The Morning Albertan, last 
week, suggested a commission forn 
of government composed of seven 
men elected from the province at 
large and chosen because of their 
ability. We believe that it would be 
a vast improvement upon our present 
system and an immense saving to the 
province. With direct legislation in 
force it would be both democratic and 
businesslike, aud the objectionable 
features of partyigm would be elimin- 
ated. 

Alberta has led the Dominion in 
some of the best legislation ever put 
upon the statute books of any country 
in the world. lt is hardly to be ex- 
pected that the 58 members of our 
Legislature will vote away their salar- 
ies in favor of a commission form of 
Government but the initiative and 
the referendum might be used to good 
effect as it was in dealing with the 
liquor evil. 


REQUIESCAT IN PACE 


Two Albertans have been appointed 
by the Federal Government to the 
Senate. The late Hon. E. Michener, 
who for many years led an active life 
as leader of the Opposition inthe Al- 
berta Legislature, was the first. His 
interment created considerable com- 
ment and many eulogies were written 
regarding his past usefulness, The 
other was the late W. H. Harmer who, 
for many years, was a useful person- 
age tu Edmouton, exerting an influ- 
ence of considerable value through | 
underground politieal channels, With 
his absorption into the Senate a career 
of usefulness ends, and his name, 
with that of Mr. Michener, will soon 
be forgotten with the dead past.

It is an institution that 
ia an insult to any self«governing 
people and the last place on earth 
that any self-respeoting citizen should 
wish to go to. 


Who Will be the Real Payers 
Of the Proposed Income Tax ? 


Let it be thoroughly understood, in 
discussing this subject, that the far- 
mer is perfectly willing to pay his 
just share of the expenses of this 
great war, which is being waged for 
the benefit of the civilized world. 

But if this tax, as set forth in ex-~ 
tracts published by our daily papers: 
is levied indiscriminately, under pres- 
ent conditions, a grave injustice will 
be imposed on the farmimg communi- 
ties throughout our Dominion, and 
especially the West. 

Reference is here made to the fact 
that the price of grain is fixed, which 
acts like asafety valve on the price 
held down by the Government. While 
on no other industry or business is a 
similar safety valve placed by our 
Government, except coal and hog 
products. Surely the Government 
sits good and tight on the safety valve 
placed on the price of wheat. 

Agriculturists think it unnecessary 
to warn Governments about the energy 
wenerated beneath safety valves, and 
the danger of sitting on Sthem too 
long, when the material producing 
combustion which generates — the 
energy necessary for any industry, 
becomes to inflamed with injustice. 

It is generally conceded that agri- 
culture is the backbone of the pros- 
perity of our country. All other in- 
dustries, corporations, laborers and 
and business men look to the farmer, 
either directiy or indirectly for finan- 
cial support. 

If you tax these classes without 
yiavug a safety valve cn-their prices, 
similar to that placed on the price of 
farm produce, you simply encourage 
them to increase their already too ex- 
orbitant prices. enough to cover the 
tax and likely a generous margin be- 
sides. The farmer must have their 
goods or services whether they be 
doctors, lawyers, laborers, railway 
corporations, manufacturers, etc.. and 
under existing conditions, he pays a 
very large percentage, if not all the 
tax. 

How would you remedy this condi- 
tion? Either place a safety valve on 
the pricesof all, or let the Govern- 
ment jump off the safety valve on 
farmers’ prices on produce—and let 
her Gush. 

There is another point that must 
be considered in levying this tax on 
farmers. Note mnst be made of ex- 
penses in producing and handling 
crops, such as the up keep of ma- 
chinery, labor, horses, seed grain; 
feed, fodder for stock, threshing, 
binder twine, haulling produce to 
market, etc. These and the Gvern- 
ment exemption of income should be 
deducted from the gross proceeds of 
all proceeds of all sales of farm pro- 
duce. In a similar manner the mer- 
chant finds his net income by deduot- 
ing cost of goods and expenses in 
handling same. 

Great expectations are placed in 
our Union Government by those who 
supported it, that they will see that 
the farmer gets justice. 

But, O P’Shaw! Why all this 
worry ? Nodoubt our loca! statesman 
is now dusting cayenne pepper on his 
whiskers in readiness for butting in at 
Ottawa and see that the farmer gets 
justice.

Words From H. W. Wood 
on Bacon Production 


When addressing an audience of 
farmers and townfolk at Red Deer, 
Mr. Wood said: 

“T have two sons. Both are of mili- 
tary age. Both have been exempted 
because they are farmers and their 
services are needed as producers. Our 
land is better suited to cattle raising 
than to the produotion of wheat. We 
purpose continuing in the cattle rais- 
ing business, but we also intend to 
grow As much wheat as we can, al- 
though wheat is an uncertain crop 
with us. We also intend to raise 
more hogs than we have been hand- 
ling. We will do this because we are 
told, on what we think is good au- 
thority, that our army and our allies 
are in urgent need of these commodi« 
ties, namely bread and bacon. 

Tt may be that the returns will not 
prove so certain or so great as they 
would be from the growing of those 
things to which our land is best 
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suited, but we believe that we will be 
able to derive a fair return from them, 
and we are glad to be permitted to 
serve in this cause at home on our 
own farm, 


Having been exempted from service 
because they are farmers, my sone 
feel that there is a special duty rest- 
ing on them to produce to the limit of 
their ability those things that will 
contribute most to the cause for which 
our soldiers are fighting, and for 
which they would have to fight had 
they not been exempted. 


In view of tho high price of labor 
and of those commodities which the 
farmers have to buy, raising hogs at 
around 160. per lh, may not seem so 
attractive as selling coarse grains at 
present prices, but nevertheless on 
the whole it is highly remunerative 
and, as compared ‘with serving in the 
trenches at $1.10 per day, it looks 
mighty good to us. 


This serviee is just as essential to 
to the cause as that being given in the 
trenches. The question is, are we 
going to give the best service we can? 


I know enough about the spirit of 
the Alberta farmers to know that, as 
soon as they understand the necessi- 
ties of the case and see clearly their 
duty, they will make good.
